Superintendent of Morgan County Schools. 

When I entered upon the official duties of this office, I assured you that I would practice sound 
economy in carrying out my school program and that I would spend every dollar of your tax 
money in the best interests of the school children of Morgan County. There was at that time an 
existing indebtedness of $91,000.00 against the Morgan County Board of Education. * ha ^ e by 
'ul planning and frugal spending been able to reduce this indebtedness to $ 47 , 000 . 00 , all of which 
at the present time iTbonded indebtedness. Not only has this indebtedness been reduced, but drastic 
reductions have been made in our financial program along many other lines For instance, the 
fuel bill for the schools has been reduced each year. This year it amounted to only $4009.8, as 
compared with $5158.79 last year—a saving of $1148.94 for the year. 

Through this program of sound economy I have been able to make many improvements in our 
schools. The children of this county have derived many educational benefits from these improve¬ 
ments such as more efficient classroom instruction, better and more fully equipped classrooms, 
and better transportation facilities. 

I solicit vour indulgence in and careful study of this report and hope that it may serve to show 
you that I have spent the school funds for this fiscal year to the best educational interests of Mor¬ 
gan County.

One of the projects carried on 
by veterans in the training pro¬ 
gram and which offers profit and 
good business is poultry. 

It was my opportunity to visit 
some of the veterans who are 
working and studying agriculture 
Prichard Caskey and I left West 
Liberty last Thursday and drove 
over the highways through the 
Ezel and Blackwater section vis¬ 
iting a number of farmers and 
talking !o them, ahout their worK 
All we talked with were greatly 
pleased in the prospect of having 
gii.nl crops this year. One man 
said u is the best crop he ever 
had and he is very happy about 
it. 

There is no doubt about the 
fine help and value the veterans 
are receiving in their training and 
through the Farmers Home Ad¬ 
ministration are receiving loans 
to finance their building and 
farm projects. 

One of the places we visited 
was at Elwood Motley’s on US 
460 at the junction of the Pine 
Grove road about three miles 
from Ezel. 

It was very interesting to see 
that he made good use of what 
he had. An old boxed dwelling 
had been remodeled into a poul¬ 
try house. He had 450 laying 
hens of the New Hampshire meat 
type and used dominant white 
males which produced white 
broilers. 

We learned that he sells the 
eggs to the Mt. Sterling Hatchery 
for 74 cents per dozen at the 
house and they pick them up 


each week. His net profits run 
from $35.00 to $50 00 per week 
It would be very interesting for 
anyone to stop and visit his 
poultry house and see how he 
manages it. One thing which to 
me was very interesting was the 
community nests. This is a large 
large long square type box with 
a lid and small openings for the 
hens to go into a dark place to 
lay. It has an advantage In keep¬ 
ing the breakage at a low point. 
Another nice labor savins de¬ 
vice was self watering and feed¬ 
ing boxes and tanks. 

We noticed that he has re¬ 
cently built one of the nicest and 
most convenient tobacco barns I 
have seen anywhere. In addition 
to his poultry and tobacco he has 
purebred Hereford cows. 

Mr. and Mrs. Motley have one 
boy 9 years old, a girl 6 and 
another girl 4. 

Here is a fine example of what 
can be done by young men who 
take advantage of education and 
j programs such as Farmers Home 
Administration and who are pre¬ 
serving, building and making a 
living at home on the farm where 
happiness, peace and content¬ 
ment are found.

EUROPEAN TRAVELS 

Many of our readers have en¬ 
joyed hearing from Ginny Day, 
former West Liberty girl, who 
now is doing Civil Service work 
in Wiesbaden, Germany. Ginny 
and three companions recently 
returned to Wiesbaden after a 
tour of parts of Europe. They 
made the trip by auto and started 
out one morning at six o’clock 
with three shopping bags of food 
and two jerry-cans of gasoline— 

We crossed the border into 
France at Strassbourg. Getting 
through Customs was the usual 
bother, although German and 
French borders aren’t complicat¬ 
ed as we learned some of the 
ones farther South are. French 
roads weren’t too good, or so it 
seemed after the German auto¬ 
bahn. All the old women ride bi¬ 
cycles—some riding two and three 
children at a time. Was almost 
amusing to see the old ladies take 
off with one foot on the peddle of 
the bike and swing the other af¬ 
ter they got started. 

We spent the first night at 
Lyon, Franch. Around noon we 
left Lyon and made il to Perpig¬ 
nan. France, which is quite close 
to the Spanish border. We saw j 
a variety of farm lands and they 
grew everything from a little 
cotton to a lot of grapes.

Rehabilitation Program 
Gets A Fund Increase 

FRANKFORT, Ky., Sept. 20— 
An expanded program of voca¬ 
tional rehabilitation in Kentucky 
will be under way during the 
present school year, attributable 
to a substantial increase in Fed¬ 
eral grants for the purpose, which 
are to be matched by state and 
local funds, Director W. Hick¬ 
man Baldree of the State Depart¬ 
ment of Education’s Division of 
Vocational Rehabilitation stated 
today. 

The United States Office of 
Rehabilitation notified Baldree’s 
office that it has allotted $136,000 
for the current school year, com¬ 
pared with $92,000 for last year.

MADCE GAMBILL 


Philipsdal, Gorleu 
September 3, 1954 

I have had a very new experi¬ 
ence this week working in the 
field even if I have lived on a 
farm most of my life. Since the 
weather has been so bad in Den¬ 
mark this summer the hay has 
not had a chance to dry thor¬ 
oughly. Mr. Rothe-Meyer and 1 
worked about four hours turning 
the sheaves upside down so they 
can dry on the bottom. Many of 
them were almost ruined, but 
they are bringing some of them 
home today. The harvest is the 
latest this year it has been for 
some time. Yesterday the weath¬ 
er was very nice and about 15 
workers were busy from “seven 
till seven,” here at Philipsdal. 

Here is an interesting point I 
thought. At four o’clock the 
cook prepares bread, butter and 
cake, coffee or tea for all the 
workers and when it is very hot 
they usually get a soft drink 
also. They certainly look for¬ 
ward to this 400 o’clock tea. 

Monday and Tuesday I felt as 
if I were getting ready to go 
back to college. Helen, my 18 
year old sister, was getting ready 
to leave for school and I made 
her name tags and sewed them 
in for her. Helen was just as 
excited about going to House¬ 
holding School in Copenhagen as 
the American girl is when she is 
leaving for college. The little 
difference I noticed while help¬ 
ing Helen, is the fact that the 
Danish girl does not have nearly 
so many clothes as the American 
girl. What she has is usually 
very nice and well-cared for but 
her wardrobe is much smaller 
than the average American girls. 

Last night all four I F.Y.E.'s 
got together and had a wonderful 
evening. Nancy's family invited 
Charles, f.F.Y E. from Ohio, and 
Mary, '.V v X from Wisconsin, 
and me to their home for coffee. 
We certainly have more than 
coffee and I think the Danish 
custom is to see how much they 
can serve. I hope you can 
imagine how beautiful the long 
tabic decorated with flowers and 
the lovely Danish china and sil¬ 
ver looked. Here’s an idea of 
what we had before us to eat— 
buttered rolls, apricot marmalade, 
two nut cakes, two large cakes, 
one with chocolate sauce and 
whipped cream and at least four 
kinds of cookies and small cakes. 
We were expected to eat some of 
each and we had been told, when 
we first arrived in Denmark, that 
we should never refuse to take 
something offered to us by a 
Danish homemaker until it has 
been offered the fourth time. It 
is a big insult to her because she 
feels as if you do not like the 
food, but when they understand 
English you can always explain 
how delicious it is but that you 
aren’t accustomed to eating so 
many things in one evening. This 
usually makes her happy and you 
can refuse her the second time. 
Nights like this and then we 
IFYE's wonder why we gain 
weight! After we had coffee we 
showed slides from America and 
then after a bottle of “soda vand” 
wc said good-night at 12:30. 

Wednesday while I was in 
Copenhagen I felt much at home 
because the American flag was 
flying in many places. It was 
being flown because of the two 
large American ships in the har¬ 
bor. My host father and I drove 
down to see the Baltimore and 
Glennon with 1,400 sailors on 
board. Later that evening while 
eating dinner at Tivali, I noticed 
the American sailors were en¬ 
joying Copenhagen and Tivoli, a 
large amusement park, as much 
as I am. The atmosphere seems 
to give everyone a wonderful 
happy feeling. I can certainly 
see why the song “Wonderful. 
Wonderful Copenhagen" is so 
popular, and I'm sure you would 
feel the same if you were only 
here for a very short time

Fall is the best time to estab¬ 
lish some soil and water con¬ 
servation measures and is a suit¬ 
able time for many others. County 
Agent E. D. Rice points out. 

Ponds and Ditches: “Fall Is 
the best time to dig ponds, open 
stream channels or straighten 
them or build terraces and di¬ 
version ditches,” he said. There 
is usually less water in streams 
and low spots and machinery 
can be operated in those places 
more satisfactorily tn the fall. 
Whether ASC payments are ex¬ 
pected or not, these practices 
should be located and laid out 
by Soil Conservation Service 
technicians. It may prevent a 
waste of money and result in 
more effective work, he Wl* 

Mulching of poor spots in fields 
with manure, spoiled hay or 
straw may help get a stand of 
grass or maintain growth. 

Fire Prevention may prevent 
injury to timber or pasture crops. 
It will also save organic matter 
for fertility and to hold moisture. 

4 Roads Designated 
For Super Highways 

Four Kentucky roads have been 
picked by the U. S. Bureau of 
Public Roads to be made part of 
a national system of superhigh¬ 
ways designed to handle military 
traffic if the need arises. High¬ 
way Commissioner Curlin this 
week identified the roads as US 
60 east from Louisville to Ash¬ 
land, US 25W from Cincinnati 
south, US42 from Cincinnati to 
Louisville and US 31W from 
Louisville south lo Nashville. The 
plan calls for four-lane, limited 
access roads rebuilt to move 
heavy volumes of traffic at high 
speed. 

Lincoln Trail Homemakers club 
members from Hardin county 
chartered a bus and enjoyed a 
day of TV and radio shows in 
Louisville. 


Plowed strips around the edges 
of fields and roadg will jH|p 
prevent fires. 

Cover Crops should be seeded 
on all tobacco, corn, cane and 
lespedeza land. If the cover crop 
is to be pastured, sow two bush¬ 
els of rye. If not to be grazed, 
sow 25 pounds of crimson clover 
or 40 pounds of vetch. Be sure 
to innoculate them. A mixture 
of 20 pounds of vetch and a 
bushel of wheat, harlev or oatu 
also works very well. 

It is almost too late to sow 
crimson clover. The earlier other 
cover crops are seeded the better 
winter cover they will provide. 
Italian rye grass at 15 pounds per 
acre is excellent for preventing 
erosion on steep and overflow 
land. Rye grass and the small 
grains may well be sown on run¬ 
down pastures for emergency 
grazing. They should be ferti¬ 
lized according to soil tests or by 
using 500 pounds of 10-10-10 or 
its equivalent per acre for graz¬ 
ing.
